Our correspondent states that no groat 
damage was done at Hoihow, but informa- 
tion bad been roceived there that the 
typhoon had been very sovere at Pakhoi. 
Of that port an euormous number of janks 
haye been destroyed and large numbers of 
these are to be aeen floating bottom upward. 
The loss of life must have been great. 
The Hainan was in a position of extreme 
peril and the force of the typhoon is de- 
soribed aa something terrific, The vessel 
seems to have behaved splendidly, however, 
and is little or nothing the worsc.

“Left Pakhoi on the 2nd inat., Hoihow on 
the 4th and Macao on the Sth.

The British atr. America, Capt. Mooney,

29.50, The typhoon, it was judged, was 
somewhere to the Sonthward. 
Tax accident to the British steamer Ameri 
ca at Haiphong, by whioh she lost her pro. 
poller, was chronicled in these columns 
some time ago, and the arrival of Mr J. 
Mitobell, the chief enginoor, at this port to 
take down w spare propeller. Mer Mitchell 
left here by the Kang Cha and arrived at 
Haiphong on the 29th, by which time Oapt. 
Mooney had, with the aid of Annamese 
divers and grapplers, recovered the propel- 
ler, and afterwards had it raised aod was 
successful in getting it re-fixed. Mr Mit- 
obeli on his arrival had therefore only 
to resume bis post, and the America 
put to sea atoncs, The whole work o re- 
covering and replacing the propeller was 
something like $300, a snm which contrasts 
strongly with the sum of $6,000 which was 
demanded for towing the steamer up here, 
At the same time had the vensel been towed 
up and come to grief, the insurance would 
havo boon vitisted.

Tue Sin Pao prints a copy of a proclamation 
addressed to the men of the Governor's own 
Regiment of Marines at Hangchow by the 
officer in command of them. The Comman- 
der announces that tho eevercst possible 
nalties will bo inflicted fur any of the 
ollowing offences :-— 

Disobedience to standing or special orders, 
consorting with prostitutes, gambling, smok- 
ing opium, extortiug money by violence or 
swindling, keeping company with dishanded 
soldiers und men of known bad character. 
He aleo directs each lieutenant to have the 
roll of his men called every night im- 
mediately after setting the watch, and every 
morning at daybreak Before relieving it, and 
not to allow one single man to bo absent. 
A record is to be kept of all men away on 
duty or leave, Any others who may be 
absent are to have a black mark put against 
their names for the first offence. ‘The second 
time they aro to receive a flogging of eighty 
blows, Tho third time, thoy are to be 
paraded round the camp with irons run 
through their cara. Wherever the gun- 
boats may be, men are only to be sent on 
shore singly, whether on duty or for the 
purpose of buying provisions. Any man s0 
sent is to go in uniform and is to be provided 
with o ticket. Any man returning late from 
leave, is to be asked his reasons for so doing. 
If his exouse be a Zood one, ho will only be 
stopped three months’ leave, Any men 
going ashore in partics of four or five and 
entering tea houses in plain clothes, whether 
they have caused any disturbance or not will 
be flogged ond dismissed. If they mako a 

i -orrested, or plunder 
the amalleat articles, they will be punished 
with the severest possi lo penalties, No 
strangers ere to be allowed to sleep on board 
the gunboats; nor must tho men join secret 
societies ; nor may they go on shore to trade, 
If any soldiers are guil ty of taking things 
on credit against the will of the owner, the 
latter must take the numbers on their coats 
and report them, when they will be puvish- 
od according to military law. Finally, the 
officers are told that they will be responsible 
for ae conduot of the men under their com- 
mand, 


THE SHANGHAI TEA GUILD 
CASE. 

The following is the award of Mr 
Joseph Welch in the Tea Guild case at 
Shanghai which has excited so much 
interest ;— 

On the morning of the 28th instant, I 
wad served with the memorandum of 
agreement between the Yik Kee Hong 
and F, Major, appointing mo arbitrator 
of all differences between them. I invited 
the parties interested to meet at my 
house at 2 o'clock on the same day with 
8 view to a friendly settlement, or failing 
that, to defining the points for arbitra. 
tion. 

Mr Major attended punctually, Mr 
Tong Hing of the Yik Kee Hong came 
after somo dolay and asked if he might 
bring a few friends with whom to cou- 
sult, On my replying in the negative 
he went again to his hong and brought 
his partner, his broker, and the teamen 
(said to be owners of one of the chops in 
dispute.) The teamen waited in the 
compradore’s room as I regarded the Yik 
Keo Hong as principals in the whole 
transaction, After a long conversation 
we failed to come to any friendly solu- 
lion of the disputes, but agreed that the

On the previons day, it will be remem- 
bered, Mr Aayllar hd jast ocouctuded 
his argument for the defendants, who 
move that the injeoction granted by 
Mr Justico Snowden be dissolved. In 
tbe course of his argument he re- 
ferred to the Man Wo Fong Company, 
and to the certificate of registration of the 
Company, the memorandom of Aasociation 
and the Articles of Association of t. e same, 
The Court had then s1id that the originals 
of these documents should be before tho 
Court ; and the Registrar of Companies (Mr 
Gibbons) was served with a sub pana tow 
morning before the Oourt sat to produce 
them. 

On the Court sssembling, Mr Hayllar 
desired to have these papers produced be- 
fore the case went further. 

After some delay Mr Gibbons oame to 
Court and bad the papers with him, but 
stated that he declined to produce thess or 
any other papers uotil or unless bis ex- 
penses were paid. 

The Court asked him to go into the bor. 

Mr Gibbons said; Idecline to be sworn 
asa witness unless my expensoa are paid. 

‘The Obief Justice ordered the Deputy 
Registrar of the Court to take these and 
Mr Gibbons’ previous words down. 

The Chief Justice: On what ground do 
you make this claim! 

Mr Gibbons: Asa Barriater I am entitled 
to s guinea as expenses, and I decline to 
be sworn aaa witness unless that is paid, 

Mattors had apparently come to a dead- 
look uotil Mr Johnson, as Solicitor for the 
side by whom the Reyistrar of Compani.a 
was subpas iaed, sent for tho movey and 
paid Mr Gibbon his 95. 

Mr Gibbons thon produced the papers and 
gave formal evidence upon the same, 

Hon. Ng Choy thon opened his argu- 
ment, following Mr Uayilar upon the same 
side, and hie address occupiel the Court 
till 5 o'clock in the evening. The Man Wo 
Fung Company, when formed, was a com- 
pay of more than 21 members, and thero- 
fore sboul }, rccording to the ordinance, have 
been registered, This uuregistered compa- 
uy had traded for more than twelye montis, 
that Is, for sixteon months, which was Ille- 
gal. The pluintiffs after that registered the 
company, or went through some process 
which they contended was registoring the 
company, of which they and the defeodants 
were partners; but he contended that such 
registration did not iu any way effect hia 
clients, the defendants, who were not par- 
ties to it. Only the plaintiffs and six of 
theie friends were to be found in this regia- 
tered compaoy with which the defendants 
had nothing whatever to do. All the 
parties to the present suit, plaintiffs 
and defendants alike, were members 
of an illegal Company, and could not 
ask for relief from this Court. They had 
no legal remedy whatever. Then they ap- 
plied for an ez-parte injunction, aud in do- 
ing so did not Jay the whole facts of the 
case fully and fairly before the Court as 
they ought to have done. Tholearaed Coun- 
sel quoted a large number of au vi 
to confirm the proposition, that if an ¢x-parte 
{ojunotion be obtained upon an imperfect 
statement of the fao's, the Court will, when 
the Court comes to know that, at once dis- 
solve the injunction. He then went int 
the whole facts of the case to show that 
many materi»! matters were withheld, or 
omitted, forgotten or kept back. They 
could not remedy that now. From what- 
ever reason it happened that the whole 
facts were not before the Court, the result 
was now the same. He submitted that the 
Court ought to dissolve the injunction. 

The Court adjourned till Wednesday to 
allow of the Summary Jurisdiction casos 
being taken tomorrow, the fixed and 
uaual day,

3. That spplication was made to the 
Postmaster Genoral of Hongkong im- 
mediately the loss was discovered, the 
onvelope being invariably forwarded with 
auch applicatiun unives It also is lost. 


4, That the Postmaster General is satia-
